2 . Backgroun d: 

a. The General Services Administration ( OS A ) 
is responsible for building maintenance and janitorial 
services performed in Government- owned or commercial - 
leased buildings occupied by most federal agencies ant 
by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). Therefore, G5A 
is, as cited in the President's memo, responsible to advi 
(within environmental guidelines) on implementation of an 
waste paper recycling program in CIA buildings. (I SA has 
inaugurated a pilot project with the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency" on this program and plans to have a nurboT 
of agencies in the Washington area on the program by 

1 October 1977. Contact with GSA indicates that CIA is 
not scheduled to be incorporated into the program until 
sometime in the future. 

b , GSA’s program, at present, is designed to 
recover and recycle high-grade paper only.
